CONVENTION BEGINS | 
In all human probability the Re- | 
publican National Convention which be- 
gins its sessions at Kansas City today 
will select the next President of the 
United States. The man the convention 
will name has overwhelming odds in his 
favor. In the first place, this is a Re- 
publican country, which has elected but 
two Democrats as Presidents since 1860, 
and one of those by a split and a fluke, 
not likely to occur again; in the second 
place the Republican majorities in the 
last two national elections have not only 
been overwhelming, but show that the 
party is growing; and in the third place 
the country is prosperous and prosperity 
always reacts in favor of the party in 
power. The administration of President 
Coolidge has the confidence of all, with- 
out regard to party, and the voters are 
practically certain to decree a continu- 
ance of his wise policies. 


That the convention, when it gets 
down to the business of making nomina- 
tions on Thursday or thereabouts, will 
confirm the popular choice of Secretary 


| of Commerce Herbert Hoover as the man 


best fitted to carry on and develop those 
policies, which he has had a hand in 
shaping, seems equally certain. A count

not including any votes from Pennsyl- 
vania’s unpledged delegation of seventy- 
nine, the majority of which at least will 
surely follow the lead of Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon.

Times nO recent statement of his position, but

But even without the Pennsyl- 
yania delegation, Hoover has had other 
accessions of strength in the past few 
days which would seem -to make his 
nomination certain. The fact that Sen- 
ator Borah, who was himself a candidate 
for a time and will receive, on the first 
ballot, the vote of his own State unless 
he withdraws, is now in the Hoover 
camp means a good deal.

cording to the figures published.
